Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1921. 

As  you  are  aware,  I commenced  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  26th  January,  1922,  so  that  the  whole  of  this  Report 
will  deal  with  matters  which  happened  when  Dr.  J.  A.  Watt  was 
in  office. 

The  Report  for  1921  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  ordered  by  Cir- 
cular 269,  of  December  28th,  1921,  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
which  has  revised  the  particulars  to  be  included  in  the  Annuaj 
Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  by  the  omission  of  details 
as  to  conditions  which  do  not  vary  from  year  to  year  and  the 
curtailment  of  the  information  asked  for  in  certain  years.  In 
future  Annual  Reports  of  a full  and  detailed  character,  called 
“ Survey  Reports,”  will  normally  be  required  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  five  years,  and  the  Annual  Report  for  1920  is  to  be 
treated  as  constituting  the  first  of  the  series  of  “ Survey  Reports.” 
This  Report  for  1921  will  accordingly  be  curtailed  and  deemed 
an  “ Ordinary  Report.” 

Some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  have  been  the 
coal  strike  in  the  spring,  which  brought  so  much  poverty  through 
unemployment  in  your  District.  The  Census,  which  was  taken 
in  the  summer  instead  of  in  the  1st  quarter  of  the  year,  also  owing 
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to  the  coal  strike,  the  opening  of  the  Open-air  Swimming  Bath, 
which  is  greatly  appreciated,  the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate, 
and  the  lowest  corrected  death  rate  yet  recorded  in  this  Borough. 

Thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  work  they  have  done  in  bringing  about  two 
records  for  the  Borough  during  a time  of  so  much  distress  from 
poverty,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Committees  who 
so  ably  supported  them.

Some  of  the  outstanding  statistical  facts  derived  from  an 
examination  of  these  figures  are  a Birth  Rate  of  27-2,  which  is 
1-3  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year;  a Death  Rate  of  11-6, 
which  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  for  the  last  32  vears,  and  -1  less 
than  last  year  ; an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  92-5,  which  also 
constitutes  the  lowest  recorded  Rate  for  the  Borough,  and  6-5 
less  than  last  year  ; and  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  -36,  last  year 
being  1*1  ; and  a lowered  Phthisis  Death  Rate  of  *51,  compared 
with  -58  last  year. 

Table  i.  shows  the  rates  for  Ilkeston  compared  with  England 
and  Wales,  96  great  towns,  148  smaller  towns,  and  London. 
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This  Table  brings  out  clearly  that  Ilkeston  suffered  from  a 
high  Death  Rate  from  Influenza,  and  has  a very  high  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  compared  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

The  Deaths,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases  which  occurred 
in  the  Borough,  were  notified  by  practitioners  before  death.  Two 
deaths  occurred  outside  the  Borough  in  Institutions,  and  these 
were  not  notified.  The  average  duration  of  life  after  notification  was 
11-4  months,  seven  persons  died  within  one  month  after  notification, 
and  the  longest  duration  of  life  was  41  months  after  notification. 

The  provision  of  treatment  for  Tuberculosis  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  and  the  following  Institutions 
are  available  for  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  : — 

1.  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Ilkeston  serving  the  Borough  and  the 

surrounding  Districts  in  the  Ere  wash  Valley. 

2.  A Sanatorium  of  100  beds  at  Walton,  Chesterfield,  for  the  treatment 

of  early  cases. 

3.  Hospital  at  Penmore,  Chesterfield,  for  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases 

which  cannot  be  satisfactorily  treated  at  home. 

During  the  year  1921,  6 males  and  7 females  were  admitted 
into  Walton  Sanatorium  for  a period  of  treatment  ; 1 male  admitted 
to  Penmore  Pavilion, 
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The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  has  very  kindly  supplied  me 
with  the  following  Report  of  work  done  in  the  Borough  during  1921  :

Five  patients  died  during  the  year,  and  25  were  discharged, 
leaving  74  patients  still  under  treatment  or  observation.

52  cases  were  Pulmonary,  of  which  17  received  Sanatorium 
treatment. 


There  were  17  cases  attended  to  by  the  After  Care  Committee 
in  which  assistance  chiefly  in  the  way  of  extra  milk,  &c.,  was  given. 
1 wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  this  Committee  for  the  whole- 
hearted support  they  have  always  shown  and  can  assure  them 
that  the  help  they  offer  me  is  a real  one  and  very  valuable. 

The  amount  of  serious  Tuberculosis  in  this  Borough  is  still 
great,  but  the  numbers  however  compare  favourably  with  other 
Boroughs  of  a similar  size. 

It  would  be  a great  help  in  the  treatment  of  the  Pre-Tuber- 
culous  School  cases  if  some  shelters  could  be  placed  in  the  garden 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  little  patients  kept  there  during 
the  summer  months. 

The  value  of  the  School  Feeding  Centres  must  not  be  over- 
looked in  this  connection  as  an  under-fed  child  is  prone  to  attack 
by  the  Tubercle  Bacillus  especially  if,  as  is  often  the  case,  he  or 
she  is  at  the  same  time  exposed  to  a direct  infection. 
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It  is  also  most  important  to  have  the  operation  for  removal 
of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  efficiently  carried  out  by  enucleation, 
as  these  lymphatic  structures  are  the  portals  of  entry  in  a majority 
of  cases  in  school  children.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES  COMPULSORILY 
NOTIFIABLE  AND  OTHER  NON-NOTiFIABLE  INFECTIOUS 

AND  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

Table  III.  shows  the  number  notified  to  be  116,  against  156 
for  the  year  before.  The  diminution  of  the  number  of  notifiable 
diseases  is  due  principally  to  the  lessened  prevalence  of  Scarlet 

Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  erected  in  1888,  as  a temporary 
structure  for  Small-pox  still  continues  to  be  used  for  the  ordinary 
infectious  diseases.  The  Hospital  is  not  suitable  for  admitting 
more  than  one  kind  of  infectious  disease,  indeed  it  was  only  planned 
for  this  purpose.  It  therefore  increases  the  possibilities  and  dangers 
of  cross  infection  when  more  than  one  kind  of  infectious  disease 
is  admitted.  The  present  use  to  which  the  Hospital  is  put  is 
throwing  a very  grave  responsibility  on  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital,  and  increases  the  administrative  difficulties  of  the 
Matron,  Miss  Johnston,  who  still  continues  to  so  ably  maintain 
the  reputation  of  the  Hospital  under  the  most  trying  circumstances.

It  will  be  noted  that  amongst  the  Diseases  admitted  to  Hospital 
were  4 cases  of  Chicken-pox.  It  has  been  proved  from  subsequent 
events  that  these  cases  were  a mild  form  of  Small-pox  and  were 
the  forerunners  of  a very  serious  epidemic  in  this  Borough  during 
the  months  of  January,  February,  March,  and  April,  1922.  A 
special  Report  on  the  epidemic  will  be  published  separately  this 
year,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  epidemic  would  not  have 
assumed  such  proportions  if  the  vaccination  default  had  not  been 
so  great  for  so  many  years.  The  Vaccination  Officer  has  kindly 
supplied  me  with  the  following  figures  for  1921  : —

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(4)  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  AND  INVALIDITY  IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Bronchitis  (and  other  respiratory  diseases  including  those  due 
to  Tuberculosis)  is  the  chief  cause  of  sickness  and  invalidity  amongst 
the  inhabitants.  Reference  to  TablO  IS.  proves  that  142  deaths 
out  of  a total  of  383  or  approximately  37-07%  of  all  the  deaths 
were  due  to  respiratory  troubles.  This  mortality  is  high  and  is 
undoubtedly  influenced  by  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  District, 
the  highest  mortality  being  from  the  age  of  45  and  upwards  or 
approximately  48%  of  all  the  total  deaths  due  to  respiratory 
troubles  were  in  this  age  group. 

The  next  great  cause  of  sickness  and  invalidity  is  that  at  the 
other  extreme  of  life,  viz.,  those  infants  and  children  who  happen 
to  survive  out  of  the  large  number  who  are  born  with  congenital 
debility,  and  who  are  the  cause  of  increasing  the  C.  3 population. 
A proportion  of  this  cause  of  invalidity  is  preventable  by  increas- 
ing the  scope  of  ante -natal  work  among  the  poorer  sections  of  the 
community.  Deaths  from  congenital  debility,  marasmus,  and 
prematurity,  accounted  for  approximately  10%  of  the  total  deaths 
during  the  year. 

The  third  cause  of  sickness  and  invalidity  is  Cancer  and  Malig- 
nant Disease.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  amounted  to  7-5%  of 
all  the  deaths  or  -87  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  less 
than  the  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  Scotland,  which 
in  1920  were  respectively  1-16  and  1-19,  but  greater  than  Ireland 
which  was  *85. 


(5)  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND 
OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  situated  at  Little  Hallam,  at  the  South  end 
of  the  town.  It  has  18  beds,  with  disinfector,  laundry  and  mortuary 
and  stands  on  an  area  of  about  five  acres.  The  building  is  anti- 
quated, has  no  separate  administrative  block,  and  the  living 
quarters  for  the  staff  insufficient.  Patients  are  removed  by  Horse 
Ambulance . 
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General  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  situated  in  Heanor  Road,  at  the  North  end  of 
the  town.  It  has  accommodation  for  50  beds  since  it  was  recently 
enlarged.  Medical  and  surgical  cases  are  now  admitted  and  the 
work  carried  out  fully  fulfils  the  needs  of  the  District.

Maternity  Home. 

The  Corporation  acquired,  in  1919,  “ Parkhyrst,”  Park  Avenue, 
for  the  purpose  of  a Maternity  Home.  It  has  accommodation  for 
16  beds.  A scheme  for  the  purchase  of  some  adjoining  property 
is  under  consideration  for  the  purpose  of  making  a Nurses’  Home 
for  the  Staff,  which  is  much  needed. 


School  Clinic  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

A combined  School  Clinic  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was 
erected  by  the  County  Council,  on  land  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
tion in  Albert  Street,  and  opened  in  1915.  The  upper  floor  is  used 
for  the  purposes  of  School,  Dental  and  Infant  Clinics,  and  consists 
of  a Waiting  Room,  Doctor’s  Room  and  Dark  Room  for  eye  work. 
The  lower  floor  is  utilised  as  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary  by  the 
County  Council  for  Ilkeston,  Heanor,  Langley  Mill,  Codnor,  Shipley  ? 
Smalley,  Mapperley,  Kirk  Hallam,  West  Hallam,  and  Stanton-by- 
Dale.  The  whole  building  serves  a most  useful  function  for  the 
Borough  and  District,  but  it  is  too  small  for  the  rapid  growth 
of  public  medical  work. 

Cursing  Associations. 

There  are  two  Nursing  Associations  in  the  Borough,  viz.  : — 
The  Ilkeston  Nursing  Association  and  the  Shipley  and  Cotmanhay 
Nursing  Association.  The  first  maintains  two  nurses,  and  the 
second  one  nurse.  The  Corporation  have  recently  recognised  their 
value  to  the  town  by  subsidizing  them  to  nurse  cases  of  Influenza, 
Pneumonia,  epidemics  of  Measles  and  other  diseases. 
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Home  for  Delicate  Children. 

A voluntary  Association  maintains  a Home  for  Delicate  Poor 
Children  at  Bonsall,  Matlock  Bath,  During  1921,  239  delicate 
children  received  the  benefit  of  one  week’s  residence  and  care 

at  this  Home. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  maintains  a Motor  Ambulance 
for  the  use  of  the  Borough  and  adjoining  District.  It  is  stationed 
at  Dr.  Tobin’s  garage.  The  Council  pay  the  cost  of  the  garage, 
and  necessitous  cases  are  conveyed  free  of  charge.  This  service 
is  not  used  for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

Poor  Law  Relief. 

For  Poor  Law  purposes  the  Borough  is  under  the  Basford 
Union,  and  the  amount  expended  in  Poor  Law  Relief  was  £2,660 
10s.  6d.,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  11s.  6d.  in  the  £. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

A large  number  of  persons,  both  adults  and  children,  are  treated 
in  Hospitals  and  Institutions  in  Derby  and  Nottingham. 


(6)  LABORATORY  WORK. 


Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations,  &c.,  are  made 
by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  examinations  being 
conducted  in  their  laboratory  at  Derby.  A supply  of  outfits 
is  kept  in  the  Public  Health  Office,  and  Practitioners  are  invited  to 
make  full  use  of  these  for  the  purpose  of  diagnosis.

infantile  Mortality. 

“ The  Health  and  even  the  life  of  the  infant  is  dependent 
primarily  upon  its  mother,  upon  her  health  and  strength,  her 
capacity  in  domesticity,  her  knowledge  of  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  infancy,  and  her  control  of  its  food  and  surroundings — 
in  fact  the  fundamental  requirement  in  regard  to  healthy  infancy 
is  healthy  motherhood,  combined  with  the  art  and  Practice  of 
Mothercraft.  In  addition  to  this  there  should  be  skilful  aid  at 
birth.” 
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As  mentioned  in  the  introduction  to  this  Report,  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year 
of  age  per  1,000  births,  for  the  year  1921,  constituted  a record  of 
92-5,  although  there  is  room  for  improvement  as  the  average  for 
146  towns  of  a smaller  size  the  rate  is  only  84.  A Table,  sum- 
marising infant  mortality  according  to  the  chief  causes  of  death 
for  the  last  10  years  is  shown  in  Table  ¥!.,  and  Table  VI L shows 
more  in  detail  the  various  causes  of  death  amongst  infants  for 
1921.

Table  VII.  brings  out  some  very  important  facts. 

(1)  That  the  neo-natal  death  rate  (that  is  the  number  of  deaths 
within  the  first  month  of  life  to  every  1,000  births)  is  as  high  as 
36%,  or  approximately  40%  of  all  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  occurs  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  Out  of  the 
33  infants  who  died  under  1 month  old,  21,  or  63-6%,  died  in  a 
week  from  congenital  conditions,  such  as  wasting  and  premature 
birth.  This  enormous  death  rate  is  usually  due  to  ante -natal 
causes  affecting  the  mother’s  health,  lack  of  skilled  aid  at  child- 
birth, poverty,  industrial  employment,  domestic  insanitation  and 
uncleanness,  maternal  ignorance  and  mismanagement,  including 
inappropriate  artificial  feeding.  Many  of  these  causes  are  prevent- 
able and  show  the  need  for  mothercraft  and  personal  hygiene 
classes  amongst  the  elder  girls  of  the  District. 
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(2)  That  the  death  rate  amongst  legitimate  children  is  90-6, 
but  amongst  illegitimate  135  per  thousand  births.  There  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  illegitimate  children  are  any  more 
unhealthy  than  the  legitimate,  but  it  is  fairly  certain  that  less  care 
is  expended  on  children  born  out  of  wedlock.  In  fact,  if  all  the 
babies  born  in  this  District  during  1921  represented  legitimate 
children,  20  lives  out  of  every  1,000  births  would  have  been  saved 
to  the  nation,  in  this  Borough  alone. 

HeaSth  Visiting. 

Miss  Sherlock,  Chief  Health  Visitor,  supervises  the  work  of  the 
other  Health  Visitors,  the  general  arrangements  for  attending 
to  the  health  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
5 years  of  age,  and  carries  out  Child  Welfare  work  in  the  South 
Ward.  Miss  Hallam  is  in  charge  of  Child  Welfare  work  in  Granby 
and  North  Wards.  Miss  Shakespeare  carries  out  Child  Welfare 
work  in  Market,  Victoria  and  Old  Park  Wards.

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Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  two  Centres  are,  one  at  the  United  Methodist  Chapel, 
Cotmanhay,  attended  twice  a month  by  Dr.  Roache,  and  the  other 
at  the  Albert  Street  School  Clinic,  attended  once  a week  by  Dr. 
Dobson.  A card  system  is  kept  of  the  progress  of  the  infant  from 
birth  and  notes  are  made  on  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Centre.  There  is  a large  sale  of  dried  milk  (Glaxo  and  Cow  and 
Gate),  which  is  sold  at  cost  price,  and  Virol.  Voluntary  help  in 
providing  tea  is  given  by  lady  members  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee. 

The  success  of  a Centre  should  not  be  judged  by  the  amount 
of  dried  milk  sold  or  by  the  attendances,  but  by  the  extent  to 
which  breast  feeding  is  encouraged  and  maintained.  From  this 
point  of  view  the  Centres  have  been  successful.

TVlilk  (Mothers’  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  carried  out  the  terms  of  this  Order. 
One  of  the  results  of  the  coal  strike  was  to  increase  the  number  of 
applications  of  milk  beyond  all  anticipation.  The  total  number  of 
applications  granted  from  1st  April,  1921,  to  31st  March,  1922,  was 
1,462,  and  the  individual  number  of  applications  amounted  to  820. 

Mid  wives’  Act. 

The  administration  of  this  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council.  During  1921  there  were  4 Midwives  practising 
in  the  Borough  who  held  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Mid  wives’ 
Board,  and  5 practising  as  “ bona  fide  ” Midwives.  Your  Medical 
Officer  fully  endorses  the  remarks  of  your  late  Medical  Officer, 
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Dr.  Watt,  in  his  Report  for  1920  : — ■“  That  the  Midwifery  service 
of  this  town  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  it  might  be,  and  that  the  Council 
could  vastly  improve  it  by  providing  one  or  more  fully  trained 
Midwives  to  reside  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  to  attend  women  in 
child-birth  in  their  own  homes.  In  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  1920,  he  stated 
that  “ The  Authority  might  do  much  to  promote  a high  standard 
of  Midwifery  by  offering  facilities  for  sterilising  dressings  or  by 
rendering  the  supply  of  maternity  “ outfits  ” easily  obtainable. 
At  present  the  safety  of  the  patients  depends  too  largely  on  the 
conscientiousness  of  the  Midwife,  on  the  methods  of  sterilising 
which  she  happens  to  have  been  taught  and  on  her  ability  to  obtain 
the  necessary  drugs.  No  one  who  has  attended  Midwifery  cases 
in  the  industrial  districts  will  fail  to  realise  the  total  lack  of  con- 
venience in  many  homes.  All  patients  cannot  be  of  course  removed 
to  Hospital,  but  it  is  possible  to  make  their  surroundings  approach 
far  more  nearly  than  at  present  the  ideal  by  means  of  suitable 
equipment.” 

Maternity  Home. 

The  Report  below  continues  to  show  the  increased  number  of 
cases  admitted  to  the  Home,  and  the  general  success  of  this 
Institution.

Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Several  interesting  facts  are  brought  out  by  perusing  this 
carefully  tabulated  summary  of  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  J.  B.  Duro.  There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  work  which  has  been  done  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  any  work  left  undone  has  been  due  to  want  of  time,  or  to  put 
the  matter  in  other  words,  your  Sanitary  Inspector  needs  a per- 
manent assistant.  Take  for  example,  that  portion  of  his  Report 
headed  “ Unfit  Dwelling  Houses,”  there  is  no  doubt  that  with 
assistance  a larger  number  than  66  houses  ought  and  would  have 
been  inspected  for  bousing  defects  owing  to  the  appalling  condition 
of  some  of  the  property  in  the  Borough.  The  Council  may  be 
reminded  that  with  each  house  found  defective,  besides  the  time 
spent  on  inspecting  it,  there  is  the  time  spent  on  clerking,  for  issuing 
the  requisite  notices  and  on  “ following  up  ” in  order  to  get  the 
defects  remedied  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  final  inspection. 

It  is  true  that  for  the  latter  half  of  the  year  the  Council  appointed 
Mr.  Shaw  temporarily,  to  give  Mr.  Duro  assistance  in  compiling 
a record  of  the  Sanitary  conveniences  in  the  Borough  and  in  matters 
connected  with  Scavenging,  but  this  temporary  assistance  must 
certainly  be  made  permanent  if  the  town  is1  to  progress  in  matters 
of  health. 

Another  fact  shown  in  Mr.  Duro’s  report  is  that  the  conversions 
of  privy  middens  to  water  closets  is  proceeding  too  slowly.  In 
1920,  57  privy  middens  were  converted  into  94  water  closets,  and 
in  1921,  49  were  converted  into  100  water  closets.  If  this  rate 
continues  it  will  take  about  three-and-a-half  years  to  complete 
the  conversions. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  by  contract,  which  is  unsatis- 
factory in  the  Borough,  is  a problem  which  will  require  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Council  and  a special  report  will  be  issued  this 
year  on  the  whole  subject ; but  it  might  be  remarked  here  that  no 
contractor  can  by  experience  or  equipment  be  better  qualified  to 
carry  out  cleansing  work  than  the  Local  Authority  themselves 
and  their  officers ; and  further,  this  work  must  be  effectively  done 
in  the  interest  of  public  health  of  which  the  Local  Authority  are 
the  Statutory  guardians. 
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The  cost  of  scavenging  by  contract  for  1921  amounted  to 
£4,554  13s.  10d.,  the  cost  for  1920  being  £3,456. 

Water  Supply. 

The  following  reports  on  the  Water  Supply  of  the  District 
and  rainfall  have  been  supplied  through  the  courtesy  of  your 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Kilford.

Staff. 

The  School  Medical  Officer,  in  addition  to  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  work,  carries  out  the  following  duties  : — 

1.  The  Medical  Inspection  of  groups  of  children. 

2.  A Clinic  for  minor  ailments,  and  the  examination  of  sick  and  ailing 

children,  one  session  per  week. 

3.  An  Eye  Clinic  for  the  correction  of  errors  of  refraction  and  the 

treatment  of  simple  diseases  of  the  eye. 

4.  Anoesthetics  for  operations  on  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  in  Ilkeston 

Hospital. 
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There  are  three  whole-time  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors 
who  give  approximately  half  of  their  time  to  School  work,  and  the 
other  half  given  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 
The  names  of  the  present  School  Nurses  are  : — 

Miss  M.  E.  Sherlock,  C.M.B. 

Miss  E.  Hallam,  C.M.B. 

Miss  M.  Shakspeare,  C.M.B. 

In  addition,  Mr.  H.  P.  Taylor,  a Dentist  in  the  service  of  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council,  devotes  one  half-day  weekly  to  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  Dental  Defects. 

Operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  performed  by  Dr. 
Arthur  Dobson  in  Ilkeston  Hospital. 

Two  clerks  in  the  Health  Office  devote  half  their  time  to  School 
Medical  Service. 

Co-ordination  with  ©ther  Services. 

The  School  Nurses  are  also  Health  Visitors  for  the  Borough, 
and  children  who  have  been  under  their  care  up  to  school  age 
automatically  continue  under  their  supervision  during  their  school 
years. 

The  Chief  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Sherlock,  visits  infants  boarded 
out  by  the  Basford  Board  of  Guardians,  who  are  the  Poor  Law 
Authority  for  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston. 

A Voluntary  Association  maintains  a home  for  debilitated 
children  between  the  ages  of  7 and  14,  at  Bonsall,  near  Matlock. 
The  School  Nurses  select  such  children  as  would  benefit  by  a week’s 
treatment  in  this  country  home.  They  are  conveyed  to  and  fro 
by  motor  ’bus.  The  Home  was  opened  during  1921  from  April  to 
the  end  of  September,  and  108  boys  and  131  girls  were  sent.  This 
makes  a total  of  71  more  children  sent  there  compared  with  the 
year  1920. 

Schools  and  their  Accommodation. 

There  are  6 provided  Schools  and  3 Non-provided  Schools  in 
the  Borough,  with  20  separate  departments,  and  accommodation 
for  5,897  scholars.  The  average  number  on  the  roll  was  5,772,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  5,191,  equal  to  89-39  per  cent. 
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Sanitary  Condition  of  Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  generally  good.  Atten- 
tion has  been  drawn  every  year  to  the  condition  of  Hallam  Fields 
School.  It  ought  to  be  closed  at  the  earliest  possible  date, 

Medical  Snspection. 

The  scope  of  Medical  Inspection  consists  in  the  examination  of 
age  groups,  known  as' 4 entrants,”  “ intermediates,”  and 4 ‘leavers.” 
particulars  of  which  are  given  in  Table  I.,  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 
The  total  number  of  routine  Medical  Inspections  for  1921,  was 
“ entrants  ” 646  ; “ leavers,”  539  ; total,  1,185.  No  “ inter- 
mediates ” were  examined  during  the  year. 

A list  is  obtained  from  the  Head  Teacher  of  children  who  should 
be  medically  examined,  after  which  a date  is  fixed  for  the  inspection, 
between  the  hours  of  9 and  12  a.m.  and  2 to  4 p.m.  A notice  is 
sent  to  the  parents  intimating  the  time  of  the  examination,  and 
on  the  back  of  this  notice  information  is  requested  about  previous 
illnesses  of  the  child. 

Inspections  are  held  in  the  Head  Teacher’s  Room,  except  in 
one  or  two  older  schools  where  there  is  no  teacher’s  room,  and  a 
class-room  has  to  be  used.  The  School  Nurse  visits  a day  or  two 
before  to  record  the  height  and  weight,  and  test  the  vision  of  the 
older  children  with  Snellen’s  types. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  was  no  necessity  for  School  closure  on  account  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  though  individual  scholars  were  excluded  and  their  con- 
tacts. Amongst  the  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  the  following 
shows  the  number  of  individual  children  found  suffering  from  : —

Cleanliness. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  shows  no  improvement  from 
last  year.  A large  number  of  inspections  are  made  by  the  School 
Nurses  in  the  Girls’  and  Infants’  Departments.  The  ideal  aimed 
at  is  to  inspect  every  girl’s  hair  once  a month.  The  total  number 
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of  Inspections  made  for  this  purpose  was  28,906.  Inspections 
made  by  the  Nurses  on  the  girls’  and  infants’  hair  give  the  follow- 
ing result  : —

A few  families  are  persistently  unclean,  and  give  more  trouble 
than  all  the  others  put  together. 

Two  prosecutions  were  undertaken  against  two  families  of 
three  children  for  persistently  verminous  conditions.  The  actions 
were  successful  and  the  parents  were  fined. 

An  occasional  surprise  visit  is  made  to  Boys’  Schools  to  inspect 
for  cleanliness.  If  any  boys  are  found  dirty  the  attention  of  the 
parents  is  drawn  to  it,  and  they  are  followed  up  by  the  School 
Nurses. 

Minor  Ailments  and  Inspection  Clinic. 

A Daily  Clinic  is  held  every  school  morning,  at  10  a.m.,  con- 
ducted by  Nurse  Sherlock.  The  School  Medical  Officer  attends 
on  Thursday  mornings  for  the  examination  of  school  children 
referred  as  unable  to  attend  school,  and  those  brought  by  parents 
for  advice  and  treatment.  In  addition  to  the  granting  of  exclu- 
sion certificates,  the  Clinic  treats  verminous  conditions,  septic  sores 
and  in  juries,  diseases  of  the  skin,  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat, 
chest  and  other  conditions.  A register  is  kept  of  attendances, 
and  a list  given  to  the  Attendance  Officer  weekly,  with  name, 
address,  school,  disease  and  period  of  exclusion.  Children  suffering 
from  acute  diseases  are  given  general  advice  and  referred  to  their 
own  doctor.  Large  numbers  attended  the  Clinic.  The  total  at- 
tendance of  cases  treated  by  the  School  Nurse  was  3,411,  or  a daily 
average  of  over  16.  The  total  attendance  at  the  School  Medical 
Officer’s  Clinic  was  1,054,  and  the  individual  number  of  children 
seen  was  658. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Amongst  inspections  and  special  examinations  made,  it  was 
found  that  57  children  had  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  30 
were  discovered  at  routine  Medical  Inspection.  Operations  are

carried  out  in  Ilkeston  Hospital.  Children  are  admitted  to  Hospital 
in  the  late  afternoon,  and  the  operation  performed  the  following 
morning.  They  are  taken  home  later  in  the  day  or  kept  another 
night  if  necessary.  Where  parents  were  able,  they  paid  a fee  of 
£1  Is.  Od.  Three  cases  were  done  without  charge  to  the  parents. 
Operation  is  only  advised  where  children  are  obviously  suffering 
in  health  with  deafness,  obstruction  in  breathing,  imperfect  articula- 
tion or  enlarged  glands.  Parents  sign  a form  giving  consent  to 
the  operation.  Nine  operations  were  performed  during  1921,  all 
under  general  anaesthesia . 

Skin  Diseases. 

RINGWORM. — 41  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp,  and  6 cases  of 
the  body,  were  referred  for  treatment.  The  milder  cases  were 
treated  by  cutting  or  shaving  the  hair,  the  use  of  iodine  or  mercurial 
ointments,  while  13  severe  cases  were  sent  for  X-ray  treatment 
to  the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  no  charge  being  made  for  treat- 
ment. The  result  of  the  latter  was  uniformly  successful. 

SCABIES. — Scabies  continues  to  be  more  prevalent  than  before 
the  outbreak  of  war.  35  cases  were  discovered  or  referred  for 
treatment,  and  5 cases  from  one  house  were  removed  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  treatment  and  disinfection  of  clothing.  There 
were  fewer  cases  during  1921,  compared  with  1920. 

Tuberculosis. 

Table  ill.  gives  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  under  observation 
amongst  school  children,  most  of  whom  are  attending  school. 
They  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  treatment. 
The  Corporation  continue  to  allow  cases  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  if  not  required  for  other  infectious  diseases. 
3 cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  threatened  Tuberculosis  were  admitted 
during  1921.  Infectivity  amongst  these  children  is  probably  low. 
It  is  unusual  to  have  to  exclude  a child  permanently  on  account 
of  Tuberculosis. 

Bronchitis. 

In  examining  the  Infant  Departments  during  cold  and  wet 
weather,  it  is  common  to  find  a large  number  of  children  with  mild 
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forms  of  Bronchitis.  Amongst  646  infants  examined  34  cases  of 
Bronchitis  or  Bronchial  Catarrh  were  found,  an  average  of  nearly 
5 per  cent.  Amongst  older  children  it  is  not  nearly  so  common. 


External  Eye  Disease  and  Errors  of  Vision. 

An  Eye  Clinic  is  held  when  a sufficient  number  of  cases  accumu- 
late, and  is  conducted  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  A supply  of 
trial  frames  is  kept  to  insure  a perfect  fitting  frame  for  each  child. 
Glasses  were  got  from  Messrs.  Bruce  Green  & Co.  and  a few  locally 
from  Messrs.  Leadbeter  and  Peters.  Simple  diseases  of  the  eye 
were  also  treated.

Dental  Defects. 

Under  an  arrangement  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council, 
Mr.  H.  P.  Taylor,  the  County  Dentist,  and  his  dressers  attend  one 
half-day  per  school  week  to  inspect  and  treat  dental  defects.  The 
work  done  is  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  para- 
graph 114  of  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  All  children  on  attaining  their  6th  year,  when  the 
first  permanent  molar  makes  its  appearance,  are  examined  by  the 
School  Dentist,  and  if  they  require  treatment  the  parents  are 
informed  and  permission  asked  that  it  should  be  carried  out. 
Periodical  inspections  are  subsequently  made  so  that  from  the  age  of 
6 until  the  child  leaves  school,  free  dental  treatment  is  provided. 
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Report  of  the  School  Dentist. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Dental  Report  for  year  ending 
31st  December,  1921. 

“ I am  now  getting  good  attendances,  with  the  exception  of 
your  special  cases  which  do  not  turn  up  very  well. 

“ Half  a session  per  week  is  quite  inadequate  for  a town  of  this 
size  ; there  is  quite  enough  work  for  two  full  sessions  two  or  three 
days  per  week,  to  get  through  the  patients  as  often  as  they  should 
be  seen. 

“ My  thanks  are  due  to  the  teachers  for  their  help  in  every 
way  possible.” 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  his  report  for  last  year,  Mr. 
Taylor  stated  that  many  children  neglect  brushing  their  teeth, 
and  come  again  and  again  for  scaling.  I recommend  that  tooth 
brush  drill  be  introduced  into  the  schools,  and  the  teachers  should 
have  a supply  of  tooth  brushes  to  sell  to  the  scholars  at  cost  price.

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Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopaedics. 

The  number  of  physically  defective  school  children  is  given 
in  Table  III.  A few  parents  persist  in  refusing  to  have  anything 
done  to  rectify  severe  deformities. 

There  is  now  no  Organiser  of  Physical  Training  and  the 
advantages  which  accrued  during  last  year  from  the  remedial 
exercises,  for  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  and  other  deformities, 
are  now  lost. 


Open-air  Education. 

(a)  Playground  Classes,  chiefly  for  delicate  and  backward 
children,  have  been  organised  in  the  Schools,  and  from  the  Head 
Teachers’  Reports,  the  children  appear  to  have  derived  consider- 
able benefit  from  such  arrangements. 

(b)  Well-planned  school  journeys  have  been  undertaken  by 
boys  from  the  Hallcroft,  Bennerley  Avenue,  and  Gladstone  Street 
Schools.  A booklet  giving  the  proposed  programme  of  work  has 
been  prepared  in  all  these  cases,  and  H.M.  Inspector  has  been 
notified  a few  days  in  advance.  On  several  occasions  the  Inspector 
has  met  the  Classes  at  some  point  on  the  route,  and  has  accompanied 
the  boys  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  educational 
value  of  the  journeys. 

Physical  Training. 

There  is  no  Organiser  of  Physical  Training. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  Feeding  Centre  in  the  Cookery  Department  of  Gladstone 
Street  Schools  continues  to  supply  breakfast  and  dinner  to  necessi- 
tous and  insufficiently  nourished  children.  Breakfast  is  served 
at  8.15  a.m.  and  dinner  at  12.30  p.m.  The  Education  Committee 
provide  free  passes  on  the  trams  to  the  Centre.  The  total  number 
of  meals  served  was  81,180.  The  total  cost  amounted  to  £959 
18s.  lid.,  equal  to  2*8d.  per  meal.  A specimen  dietary  for  the 
week  will  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1920. 
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Co-operation  of  Parents. 

The  response  of  parents  to  the  invitation  to  attend  the  Medical 
Inspection  is  best  in  the  Infant  Departments,  among  whom  the 
average  attendance  of  parents  was  61  per  cent.  At  the  examination 
of  the  older  children  the  average  was  25  per  cent.,  and  taking  all 
ages  the  average  attendance  works  out  at  45  per  cent. 


Co-ordination  with  School  Attendance  Department. 

In  cases  of  illness,  and  more  especially  during  epidemics  of 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps,  &c.,  the  School  Nurses  act  as 
Attendance  Officers  by  investigating  absence  of  children  on  account 
of  illness.  Each  morning  the  School  Attendance  Officer  sends  the 
names  of  children  to  be  visited,  and  a report  is  given.  The  visits 
by  the  Nurses  are  shewn  in  the  summary  of  work  given  below. 
It  will  be  seen  that  361  visits  were  made  regarding  children  absent 
on  account  of  illness,  and  318  on  account  of  Infectious  Disease, 
and  77  regarding  Medical  Inspection  defects.
